We are directed by the Council of the World's Evangelical Alliance to forward to you the 
accompanying copy of the Statement furnished by request to the Ecclesiastical Committee of

We are farther directed ak that you will vote aint the If and when come 
before Parliament, for the following reasons -— 


(a) Attention has been called in the newspaper press to the recent secret session of the Bishops 
and the subsequent statement by the Archbishop of Canterbury (to Cannon Storr, vide 
“Times” of October 3ist) that “ the Bishops will require obedience to the new rules” and 
that they “will do their utmost” to secure it, This assurance has no permanent valne, 
for the Bishops’ Meeting is an entirely unofficial body ; no Bishop need attend it anless he 
chooses ; no Bishop is bound by its resolutions, nor can they give assurances or guarantees 
for others than themselves, for they cannot bind their successor. The only assurances 
or guarantees of obedience to any policy or rules to be at all secure and to hold together

In conclusion, the Council desire to present as a further reason for rejection by Psrlinment of 
the Deposited Prayer Book snd Prayer Book Measure, and yuar personal vote accordingly, the 
following grave question: Is not the explicit National consent necessary for any serious alteration 
of the doctrinal and constitational positions of the Church of England. since it holds the privileged 
position of the National Church?
